Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Claims 1-4 and 6 - 9 are allowable over the Prior Art of Record because it fails 
to teach or suggest an incline indicator for the mast of a forklift comprising an elongated 
activating arm secured to the upper extremity of said pendulum in orthogonal relationship 
to the direction of elongation of said pendulum and extending to a distal extremity 
located adjacent the forward edge extremity of said panel, and a straight track means 
associated with said interior surface adjacent said forward edge extremity and engaging 
said sliding member, whereby said sliding member is constrained to reciprocating linear 
movement in a path parallel to said forward edge extremity in combination with the 
remaining limitations of the claims. 

b. Claim 10 is allowable over the Prior Art of Record because it fails to teach or 
suggest an incline indicator for the mast of a forklift comprising an elongated activating 
arm secured to the upper extremity of said pendulum in orthogonal relationship to the 
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direction of elongation of said pendulum and extending to a distal extremity located 
adjacent the forward edge extremity of said panel, said distal extremity having elongated 
retaining means in the form of a bifiircated portion of said activating arm, and a straight 
track means associated with said interior surface adjacent said forward edge extremity 
and engaging said sliding member, whereby said sliding member is constrained to 
reciprocating linear movement in a path parallel to said forward edge extremity in 
combination with the remaining limitations of the claims.
